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2 escape over Berlin Wall 

Berlin, Germany — AP — Two young East Ger- 
mans managed a rare escape over the Berlin Wall 
by gliding along a steel cable that was strung 
between rooftops on opposite sides of the border, 
police said Tuesday. 

They clung to a pulley wheel that rolled the 30 
yards to the lower rooftop in only 10 seconds. A 
West Berlin accomplice made the escape possible 
by pulling the cable to the West Berlin rooftop 
with a fishing line that had been shot over earlier. 

The exploit occurred last Thursday but was 
kept secret. 
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Belgrade, Yugoslavia — UPI— 
Albania said Wednesday that all 
1,627,968 eligible voters went to the 
polls Sunday, but conceded that one 
of them had cast a ballot against the 
ruling communist regime of Enver 
Hoxha. 

Just as Hoxha, 73, had predicted, 
Albania said the Nov. 14 elections for 
parliamentary deputies “achieved 
even better results” than those in 
1978, when only one registered voter 
did not vote.
